4 FIVE-STORY BUILDING FULL OF PEOPLE 
CRUSHED LIKE A SHELL. 


The Ruins Take Fire and Rescue 
Made Impossible. 


— —— — 


At Least Sixty and Perhaps Many More 
Lives Lost. 


PARK PLACE IN m. YORK CITY THE 
SCENE OF THE HORROR. 


Over One Hundred People Were in the 
Building When the Orash Came and 
the Narrow Street Thronged With 
Pedestrians—Not One Escaped Unin- 
jured—Three Ohildren Orushed on the 
Sidewalk—Names of Some of the Dead 
and Wounded—An Explosion tn a Drug 
Store Supposed to Have Caused the 
Disaster — Firemen Battling With 
Smoke and Flame to Save the Un- 
fortunates Beneath the Burning De 
bris. 


New Tonk, Aug. 22,2p.m.-—It now seems 
possible that one of the worst disasters 
which ever happened in this city occurred 
just after moon to-day. From all that 
can de learned fully, if mot more 
than sixty people lost their lives. 
The accident came so suddenly that 
not a single person in the two big buildings 
at 70 and 72 Park place escaped alive. There 
was but one witness to the beginning of the 
accident left. This man is named A. A. 
Johnson. He isa janitor in the building at 
61 Park place directly across the street from 
where the accident occurred. 

Johnson isthe only man in the whole city 
from whom, so far, anything like a complete 
story of the scene at the collapse of the build- 
ings could be learned. 

EXPLOSION AND CRASH. 

He said that he was standing on the steps 

of 81 at noon when he heard the sound of an 


explosion. It came from across the 
street. It was not loud. Almost 
immediately the front walls of 


the two buildings collapsed and both struc- 
tures caved inwitha deafening crash. It 
came so suddenly that it was tmpossible for 
a living being to escape from the buildings. 
On the ground floor of one of the numbers 
was a restaurant that was crowded with peo- 
The other floors were occupied by the 


ple. 

Southern Puplishing Co., 8. Loutoll &

restaurant was ofthe name of Rosenfeld. It 
was said also that a portion ofthe bullding 
was occupied by a drug firm in which the ex- 
plosion occurred.

under control in order that the work of res- 
cue and of recovering the bodies of the dead 
may be begun. 

NOT OFE ESCAPED. 

The janitor of 81 said that the accident 
occurred so quickly that he did not see one 
person escape, and felt certain that every- 
body in the two buildings were killed. As 
near as could be learned the explosion 
took place in the metal leaf factory of Rosen- 
feld & Co. on the second floor of No. 72 
Park place. This is just over a drug store on 
the ground floor of the building. That was 
about 12:35 o'clock. 

Michael Carroll who was employed in the 
Metal Leaf Factory had been out to his lunch 
and had just reached the door of 72 when he 
heard a terrific explosion which dazed him 
for a moment. He jumped up and 
ran for his life. As he got 
away he saw the front walls of Nos. 70, 72 and 
74 topple ower with a loud crash. As the 
walls fell, Carroll saw that there were many 
pedestrians who were passing the place who 
were covered under the bricks and stone. In 
the metal leaf factory it is not known how 
many girls were at work, but there were a 
large number. 

In the restaurant on the ground floor of No. 
74, which was kept by J. Peterson, there was 
a crowd of persons at lunch. The number is 
estimated at the time of the ex- 
Plosion between twenty-five and thirty-five. 
Then there were a numberof girls in the 
wash room im the basement. It is thought 


there were ten or twelve in the wash room

The three children of Frank Haggerty, the 
janitor of No. 61 Park place, were playing in 
front of No. 72 Park place when the explosion 
occurrec. They were killed. Their father 
stood across the street at the time. 
THE EARTH TREMBLED. 
Those who were in the vicinity of the catas- 
trophe say that the earth trembled when the 
piosion occurred, and that the fre was in 
street ina couple of seconds. The dust 
the wreck rose in such clouds that for at 
t three minutes nothing could be seen 
fwhat was left standing, but from the pall 
Which hovered over the wrecked building 
came ciouds of smoke and sheets of fame and 
yells and shrieks ofagony. Out of the clouds 
of fre and smoke half a dozen people 
emerged, while from the six story 
bulliding on the portheast corner of 
Greenwich and Park place poured 
least one hundred working people of both 
sexes and of all ages, uttering cries of alarm. 
A general alarm was sounded and the fre- 
en responded quickly. Close to the entrance

ing tounloose him a crash was heard above 
and down came the wreck of part of the Tay- 
lor building cornice. The firemen jumped 
for their lives and none were hurt. When 
they dashed back again the man had been 
entirely buried, and the bricks from the 
Greenwich street building began to fall so 
thickly that the attempt to rescue him had to 
be abandoned. Shortly after the man, who 
said he wasan engineer, crawled out of the 
cellar under the wreck and fell exhausted. 
CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 

The testimony of all the people who were in 
the neighborhood at the time is that they 
were first startled by the deep, rumbling 
sound of an explosion which was almost 
directly after followed by the collapse 
ofthe building, the wall of which fell out- 
ward with a fearful crash. The latest report 
of the cause of the explosion was that the 
New York Steam Heating Co. furnishes steam 
to the building. It is supposed that the ex- 
plosion took place from a defect in the re- 
ceiving boiler in the basement. 

Half of the Greenwich street building has 
been burned while the Taylor Building is a 
complete wreck. The losses are com- 
puted at $150,000 for the Tay- 
lor Building and contents and 
540, 000 for the Greenwich street 
Dullding. As to the loss of life, the more 
conservative estimate, that of Fire Chief 
Cushman, was that sixty or perhaps seventy 
persons perighed. Persons who know how 
many worked in the building ran the list up 
to 180. Nobody had been taken out at 1:30, 
and it appeared impossible to overhaul the 
ruins for several hours. 

Eight persons injured by the explosion 
were taken to the Chambers Street Hospital. 
Among the concerns destroyed were: Huyd- 
son’s restaurant, Lindsay’s type foundry, E. 
F. Heaghy’s plumbing shop, Lieber’s glass 
ware, Ellis 4 McDonald’s blank bock and 
binding concern, a cigar manufactory anda 
printing office. 

The reserves were called out from the pear 
hy station houses, but the greatest difficulty 
was experienced in keeping the thousands 
of people back behind the fire lines, when it 
became known that there had beena fearful 
loss of life. 

At 8 p. m. the firemen were battling with 
the smoke and flames Which burst from all 
sides of the wrecked building, and at times 
the smoke was so dense that the 
firemen were driven back. The Ninth avenge 
elevated railroad has stopped running. 
The work of removing the debris in the 
search for bodies bas been commenced, but 
proceeds slowly, owing to the heat of the 
bricks, etc. Ambulances from Chambers 
street and st.

SAVED BY A MIRACLE. 


Dominick Barker, a cook in the res- 
taurant of Peterson, was at work in the base - 
ment of No. 74 Park place. He escaped as if 


by a miracle. He said: ‘*‘l was busy 
at my range when I heard a 
dull, deep sound, followed by 
a puffofair. The next moment the whole 


bullding seemed to fall about me and I was 


knocked to the floor. I was dazed for a mo- 
ment, but finding that I was free 
of the ruin I groped my way 
through 1 hole in the wall 


and finally found my way intothe basement 
of abuilldingon Greenwich street, through 
which I gained the street. The others who 
were inthe basement were rescued by the 
police and firemen. 

The fourth and fifth floors of Nos. 74 and 78 
were occupied by A. . Lindsay, type 
foundry, which employed about twenty girls, 
who were preparing to go home. All 
escaped by means of the fire escape on the 
Greenwich street end or the building. 

Mr. Lindsay said: ‘‘The girls and myself 
were preparing to go home when the explo- 
sion occurred. The moment I heard the noise

A physician was immediately 
called but despite of every effort to relieve 
her of the poison which had reached her 
— she rapidly grew worse and died as 
stated.

Jacob Schiessinger, employed in the 
building on the opposite side of 
Park piace, said that there must 


have been at least 100 persons in the bulld- 
ing when the explosion occurred. He saw 
fifteen or sixteen girls at the window of 
Stebler & Mass’ shop on the second and third 
floors just as the building fell. His im- 
pression was that the explosion occurred in

Oo. said that he was in an upper window 
just opposite the scene of disaster and that 
he heard a rumbling sound. Then he saw the 
front of the buildings 66 and 70 wobble and 
sway. It then fell with a deafening crash 
and the air was filled with dust. He knows that 
many people were buried beneath the walis. 

BLOWN FROM WINDOWS. 

Another employe of the same concern 
said that he was also in a window on the op- 
posite side of the street when he saw a 
volume of steam shoot out of the windows on 
the top floors, followed about ten seconds 
later by an explosion and the crash of the 
falling walls. He saw through the dust a 
colored man escape from the building. He 
also saw a number of people fall from the up- 
per floors, and he describes it as if 
they had been blown from the windows. 
Following them almost immediately were the 
falling walls which fell upon and buried 
them He saw two other men 95 
sides the colored man escape, 
one of whom staggered and 1. 
It was said that in 1877 Greenfield's candy 
factory, situated directly behind the pigce of 
the accident, was blown up and thirty lives 
were lost. It was caused by sugar dust.

ALMY’S STATEMENT. 


The Story the Murderer Told to His 
Friend in the Warden Barn. 


HE LOVED CHRISTIE AND DID NOT MEAN 
TO KILL HER 


The Interview With Fuller—Hanover’s 
Streets Thronged With a Curious Mul- 
titude Anxious to See the Desperado— 
People Notified to Stay Away—Recov- 
ering From His Wounds. 


Hanover, N. H., Aug. 2.—Almy, the mur- 
derer of Miss Christie Warden, looks very 
pale and haggard today, though he 
says he feels stronger ama suffers less pain 
from his wounds. It is not likely that the 
prisoner will be taken to Grafton County Jau 
because of its insecurity and lack of accom- 
modations for the wounded man. In further 
talk with Almy to-day he @mphasizes his de- 
sire that people shall not fank him with com- 
mon murderers. He says: ‘‘I know I com- 
mitted a brutal murder; Revertheless, I am 
nota brute, paradoxical though that state- 
ment may appear. I don’t deserve any 
pity, and I ought to suffer for my 
crime.’’ The quiet little village of Han- 
over has never witnessed such scenes as 
are now dally transpiring within its limits. 
Since the capture of the Gesperado its streets 
have been literally thromged with people. 
To-day atanearly hour teams commenced 
pouring in fromthe surroUnding towns, and 
soon filled the space in fromtof the hotel on 
Main and Wheelock streets. The sidewalks 
were lined with people, amd everybody was 
discussing the tragedy and the capture, and 
expressing a great desire do see the man in 
the hotel who is being #0 attentively cared 
for by the officials of Grafton County. It 
soon became apparent that something must 
be done to quickly inform the neighboring 
towns that Almy could Mot de seen. Ac- 
cordingly J. L. Bridgeman, First Selectman, 
wired the following to d dozen different 
places: 


Please the following bulletin: It is useless to 
come to off 


er Ar see Almy. The - 
cials will not allow him to be seem to-day.’’ 

Threats of lynching are still heard, though 
they are less frequent now than yesterday. 

THE INTERVIEW WITH FULLER. 

It will be remembered that when Almy was 
in the Warden barn surrounded by the angry 
multitude clamoring for his blood, he begged 
to see Mr. John Fuller, he man who had been 
one of his few friends Defore the tragedy. 
To-day Mr. Fuller related the details of this 
interview. He says: 

When Almy called m to the hay mow, he 
was concealed beneath the hay. As soon as 
Alma saw Fuller he said: ‘‘Thank God, I 
have an opportunity to speak toafriend. I 
have been hunted and haunted for weeks. I 
have never known what it was to have a 
minute's rest in that time. Everybody has 
been against me and now lam cornered and 
held like a wild beast. Death is my last re- 
source. lam going to shoot myself. 

He place one of the revolvers to his head 
and was about to pull the trigger, when Mr. 
Fuller cried: ‘‘Don’t do that, Frank. This 
seemed to havea quieting effect and Alma 
dropped his weapon. He continued: ‘‘I 
shot poor Christie, although as 
God is my judge I did not intend to kill her. 
I loved her dearly and without her life bas no 
charms for me. A prouder, better or nobler 
girinever lived than she. Even now, not 
knowing whether Ishall live five minutes, 
were I to hear the breath of suspicion raised 
against her memory, if I could I would shoot 
the person uttering it as I would kill a dog. 

But, Frank, said Fuller, you did kill 
her, did you not?’’ 

es, 1did.’’ said Amr, ‘‘andI have suf- 
fered untold misery ever since. I did not in- 
tend to kill her when 1 seized and took her 
into the field. My only purpose was to get 
an opportunity to talk with her. I had 
watched and waited for the chance for weeks 
and became desperate. Try as I would and did 
I could not resist the temptation to resort to 
desperate means. I secreted myself beside the 
road. I had not long towalt when Christie 
came along with her companion. I grabbed 
and carried her through the bars into the 
feild. In carrying her she offered so much 
resistance that in her struggies she fell to the 
grounds I then seized her by the ankle, and 
as I had my revolver inmy hand it became 
discharged. The shooting was an accident. 
I did not mean to shootor in any way injure 
her. Whenl found what I lad done I shot 
her twice in the head, as I could not bear to 
think that she would suffer. My 
only thought then was to put 
her beyond all reach of suf- 
fering. After I sawthatI had killed her 1 
made my way to Warden’s barn, in which I 
have been concealed since the night of the 
shooting. While I lay there I saw them carry 
the body into the house. Ialso viewed the 
funeral cortege asit carried away all. that 
was mortal of my beloved Christie. I loved 
Christie as only a man can love a woman, 
and I believe she cared for me. Mind I 
don't claim that we were engaged, but I do 
say that she led me to believe that 1 might 
some day hope to call her wife by allowing 
me to kiss her. She appeared pleased with 
the attentions I showed ter. 
fondest hope to be able some day to call her 
my wife; but, alas, how futile the wish.’’

HANOVER, N. H., Aug. 22.—Warden Oakes 
and other officials of the Vermont State Prison 
this afternoon identified Almy as G. O. Ab- 
bott, a highwayman, who escaped from that 
institution six years ago. 


CALENDAR OF CRIME, 


SHOT BY AN ASSASSIN—BATTLE WITH MOON- 
SHINERS—NEGRO LYNCHED. 
MITCHELL, Ind., Aug. 22.—Henry Low, trus- 
tee of Marion township, and his brother Bud 
Low, who was recently wounded in the shoot- 
ing affair on the train near Greencastle, both 
started from here yesterday to go to the 
home of Henry Low, about six miles north- 
west of this place. It hag been thought for 
some time that the enmity between the Lows 
and Basses, which has been existing for two 
years, would cause a murderbefore many 
more days passed. When the two brothers 
reached the gate of Henry Low’s home, some 
person hidden behind the brush on Low. 
The latter at once drew his revolver to return 
it. Five or six shots were fired, Low receiv- 
ing a wound in the head which will probably 
result fatally. It is not definitely known who 
was the hidden assailant, but Curt Bass has 
been arrested. Much excitement was occa- 
sioned here by the news of the shooting and 
it is feared by some that a mob will beorgan- 
ized by the friends of Low. : 


A MURDERER LYNCHED. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 2.—The North 
bound Louisville & Nashville train which 
arrived here this morning brought news of 
a lynching that developed outofthe murder 
of Young Park,the pumper near Clanton, 
Ala. Detective Barnes arrived thereat 6 
o’clock, and two hours later located the mur- 
Gerer in a cabin near Verbena where 
he was stopping for the night and 
had traded the dead boy’s watch for the 
lodging. He was a young negro whose name 
no one remembers. He confessed to the mur- 
der and said the pay car was barely out of 
sight and young Park was counting his money 
when he stepped up and felled him with 
an ax. 

At Clanton, the county seat, a crowd met 
the train and took the negrooff. The train 
came on, but telegrams announce that he 
was carried tothe spot where the murder 
was committed, Banged to the engine stack 
and filled full of bullet holes. 


ARRESTED FOR SMUGGLING. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Aug. 223.—Judge Roy 
Bean of Langley has been arrested for smug- 
Kling. It is alleged that he has been con- 
cerned in running horses from Mexico into 
the United States. He is one of the most 
celebrated characters of the frontier and has 
been Justice of the Peace for many years. He 
has been accustomed to enforce his rulings 
with the six-shooter. Once when Justice of 
the Peace in Bexar County he sentenced a 
man to death by hanging for horse stealing, 
and the criminal would have hanged had it 
not been for the intervention of officers from 
San Antonio. Bean is @® years oid and 
wealthy.

Parents Sell Their Children in Famine-| 


children for sale in order to buy food, and 
dealers at Constantinople hearing of this 
have purchased through agents in the Bus- 
sian villages a considerable number of fe- 
male children. Many deaths have been 
caused through famine, and families may be 
found actually perishing from hunger and 
huddled together in their common misery, 
The stewards of crown lands and forests 
have been instructed to allow the 
peasantry to enjoy free pasture and 
freely to gather mushrooms, which are 
largely consumed among the lower classes of 
Russians, and to gather wild truits in the 
forest and woods of the State. This, how- 
ever, does not answer the demand for sub- 
stantial food. The famine cripples also the 
finances of Russia, and it is believed that for 
this reason there willbe no war for many 
months. The collection of State and local 
taxes in at least twenty provinces will fall 
considerable below the usual amount. Be- 
sides large sums are required to prevent 
whole populations from perishing of star- 


vation. The government authorities 
being now aroused are exerting 
themselves with energy, and the 


distribution of relief is going on as rapidly 
as possible. When a quantity of grain 
reached Marinpoi in the Province of Yekater- 
inoslav on Tuesday last the people were so 
weak with want they were hardly able to 
come and get their portions. They gathered 
near the place of distribution, presenting @ 
pitiful spectacle, with their wan faces and 
wasted forms. A force of police was present 
to preserve order, but instead, the police had, 
in several instances, tokeep the applicants 
from falling from sheer hunger and weak- 
ness 


Nor is this misery confined to the lowest 
class. Among the applicants at Marinpol 
were noblemen and tradesmen, the latter 
ruined in business through the loss of custom 
on account of the famine, and the former de- 
prived of the margin between their debts 
and their income on which they had de- 
pended. The prohibition of the export of 
rye was none to soon, if the more frightful 
results of famine were to be averted. 

Exports of rye from Russia to Germany are 
being rushed tothe utmost. At all frontier 
stations wagon loads are accumulating. At 
Wirballen 360 wagons arrived yesterday and 
are awaiting transfér wagons from Germany. 
Probably 1,000 wagons will pass the Eydtkuh- 
nen Station alone before the 27th. The esti- 
mated total trom Poland is 20,000 tons. 

Wheat is being bought for the German 
army. At present half rye and half wheat 
rations are served. Rye has fallen at Kovno 
from 135 to % copecks per pood. 

A telegram from St. Petersburg, says the 
Bourse Gazette to-day declares that the 
Russian Government bas ordered the customs 
officials to confiscate all grain intended for 
export which is to be found mixed with more 
than 8 per cent of rye. 

The Novoe Vremya declares that the council 
of the empire is at present discussing a bill 
forbidding foreigners to reside outside of 
town or to purchase or lease real estate in 
the country in some ofthe provinces adjoin- 
ing Austria. Thie law, it is said, will be 
retrospective. Foreigners, who under this 
law are turned out of their possessions, and 
who desire to return to their native land, 
will be assisted to do so by the Russian Gov- 
ernment. |

BURNED T0 DEATH. 


Explosion ot a Gasoline Stove With 
Terrible Effect. 


min COONEY DEAD AND A BROTHER 
AND SISTER INJURED, 


— — — 


A Horrible Accident on Finney Avenue 
Early This Morning—Kate Cooney’s 
Noble Effort to Save a Sister—A Little 
Child Fatally Scalded in a Most Fe- 


At 6 o’clock this morning Miss Nellie 
Cooney, aged 18, a member ofthis year’s 
graduating class of the Bt. Louts High School, 
residing with her parents at 3927.Finney ave- 
hue, was horribly burned by the explosion of a 
gasoline stove in the basement at that nnm- 
ber and is now dying in great agony from her 
fearful injuries. Her older sister Kate, who 
rushed to the poor girl’s rescue, was also badly 
burned below the waist, and a brother, Irwin 
Cooney, who also went to the rescue of his 
sister, slipped in descending the stairs, 
fell, broke two ribs, and was himself envel- 
oped by the flames in the basement and 
burned severely before they were extin- 
guished. . 

The frightful accident happened before the 
neighborhood was fairly up for the day, but 
created an intense excitement within a very 
few minutes. Nellie, the poor girl fatally 
burned, had just arisen, and going down 
into) the dasement had filled the 
of] pans of the gasoline stove and then ap- 
plied a match to them. The oll instantly ex- 

, and was scattered over Nellie 
Oooney’s clothing, which in a moment was 
all in fames. The force of the explosion was 
such as to wreck the stove and set 
fire to the can of gasoline standing beside it. 
The girl gave one wild shriek of terror and 
then fell to the ground writhing in agony. 

TRIED TO RESCUE HER SISTER. 

Kate Cooney, the older sister, was on the 
floor above and heard Nellie’s 
frantic shriek. She immediately 
ran down into the basement, and seeing her 
sister in flames, bravely rushed to her and 
threw her arms about her as she lay on the 
floor, trying to smother the fames 
in that way. In another mo- 
ment her garments also caught fire, 
and then she began to call loudly for help. 
Owen, the brother, had not arisen from bed, 
but hearing the cries from down stairs, knew 
that the girls were in some sudden danger, 
and at once rushed towards the 
basement from whence the cries came. 
As he ran down stairs in his haste his feet 
slipped and he fell head long to the stone 
floor of the basement, breaking two of his 
ribs. He sprang to his feet, however, and 
gained the side of his sisters only to be 
caught in the fames as they had been. 

EXTENT OF THEIR INJURIES. 

By this time the parents had heard the out- 
cries ofthe trio, and Mr. Cooney, who is a 
night watchman in the employ of the Lindell 
Railway Co., assisted by his wife, succeeded 
at last in extinguishingthe flamesin which 
the basement was enveloped, but not until 
horrible work had been done by the accident. 
Poor Nellie Cooney, Sis, as she is 
known to the neighbors and school 
friends, lay upon the basement 
floor, burnt and blistered from 
head to foot, not an inch of her body but 
what was charred by the flerce breath of the 
burning oll, Her clothing was entirely 
burnt away, and as she was lifted up to be 
carried to a bed, the shoes dropped 
from her feet, only pieces of shriveled 
and scorching leather. Owing to the 
fact that at first there were fears of the 
house catching fire from the flames in the 
basement, the neighbors who had gathered 
on the scene bore the poor girl into the next 
door residence, that of a friend of the 
family, where she now is. The older sister 
and brother were also taken out of the house 
where the accident occurred. Drs. Vaughan 
and Loftus were called, but as soon as they 
saw theextent of Nellie Cooney’s injuries 
they stated that there was no hope of her 
living longer than a few hours. 

In addition tothe frightful burns on her 
body from head to foot, Nellie Cooney had 
inhaled the flames, and even the 
inside of her mouth and lips were 
blistered with the fire. She was conscious, 
but was suffering such agony that 
after having her wrapped in cloths satu- 
rated with oil the physicians administered 
morphine and then chloroform to allay her 
dreadful suffering. Under the influence of the 
drugs the poor girl soon sank into semi-un- 
consciousness, only occasionally groaning or 
moving slightiy. The two physicians stated 
that she was even then dying, and at 8 
o’clock this afternoon Dr. Loftus reported 
her as being very low, with no hope of any 
change forthe better. Her death is expected 
every minute, 

Kate, the older sister, was severely burnt 
on the limbs from the waist .down, but is not 
thought to be dangerously injured, although 
there is a fear that she,too,may have inhaled 
the fames while trying to save her sister. 
Owen, the brother, a DdDlacKsmith by trade, 
was also badly burned, but his worst injury 
consists of the two broken ribs. Jennie, a 
younger sister, the third of the rescuing 
party to reach the basement, was only slighty 
burned but is prostrated from excitement 
and grief, as is also the mother? Kindly 
neighbors did everything possible to assist 
and comfort the Cooney family following the 
dreadfulaccident. Mrs. Cooney remains at 
the side of her dying daughter despite her 
own condition, and the physicians have not 
left the scene since their first summons. 

A telephone message at 3:10 o’clock from 
Dr. Loftus announced that Nellie Cooney 
had just died.

rams may be handed to rural postmen 
on their way to telegraph offices. 

Telegrams in any of the European lan- 
— or in Latin may be sent; but all words 
used, not forming part of any eropes® lan- 
guage or of Latin, are charged for at the rate 
of five letters to a word. 

Figures are counted at the rate of five fig- 
ures toa word. The Western Union counts 
each figure as a word. 

By writing the necessary instructions after 
the address of the receiver the sender may

The hand of death has been busy of late 
years among the ranks of surviving veterans 
of the war of 1812. So busy,in fact, that 
there is but one of the triots awn a 
pensionin the State of Pennsylvania. is 
name is Michael Frits, and de is living in 
apparent good heatth at Friedensburg, 
Schuylkill County, although the great burden 
of 94 years does not rest lightly on the old 
man’s shoulders. 

Ata dinner given in Philadelphia ten years 
ago there were present six veterans of the 
war of 1812. These were Zalina Ludington, 
Thomas Darrah, John Stillman, Henry Ear- 
ick, Jacob Frick and Peter Hay. A cordial 
invitation was also sent to Michael Fritz, but 
the old man declined on the grounds of r 
health, and in a long letter stated that he did 
not expect to survive the rigors of another 
winter. At the dinner Peter Hay said that he 
had hoped to see together all the surviving 
Pennsylvanians who had battled against 
British oppression in the war of 1512, but as 
his old comrade and personal friend, 
Michael Fritz, had arrived almost*at the 
brink of the grave, it would be fitting that 
his health be d in the old-fashioned way. 
At this the half dozen old soldiers, with 
heads uncovered, rose and silently drank to 
him. Ofthesix whoclinked glasses sorrow- 
fully fora ——.— comrade not one is alive, 
says the Baltimore Herald. Michael Fritz 
lived to send letters of sympathy to the des- 
cendants of his old comrades, and in an in- 
terview recently said he expected to round 
out the full century of his existence,

GENUINE GARMENT. 


The Holy Coat on Exhibition at the 
Treves Cathedral. 


STATEMENT MADE BY A TEXTILE MANU- 
FACTURER OF BERLIN. 


What a Careful Examination of the Fabric 
Reveals—Oatholic Circles Regard the 
Proof as Positive and Accept the Relic 
as Unquestionably the Real One—Re- 
ligious News. 


BEIN. Aug. 72.—A textile manu 
facturer who was summoned to 
to examine the garment knownas the Holy 
coat, now on exhibition in the Cathedral at 
Treves, says that when the wrappers were 
removed the vesture was found to be in such 
a tattered condition that it could not be 
placed on exhibition. Bishop Korum, he 
adds, then consulted some experts and finally 
the coat was givén to an aged and experi- 
enced Nun, who gummed the fragments of 
the garment together as the material was too 
much wornto stand the strain of needle and 
thread. 

The Holy coat is now partially overlaid with 
layers of mate with which it has been 
wrapped up, and these wrappers, having 
become decayed|, cannot be separated from 
the coat. | 

Dr. Bock of Aix-La-Chapelle declares that 
he has examined the reverse side of the Holy 
Coat and that he found it was mounted on 
Byssus silk, whith was used in the first cent- 
ury, which was never manufactured after 
the sixth century, and wnich was always ex- 
tremely costly.| Catholic circles consider 
this to be proof that the Holy Coat is the 
genuine garment worn by our Lord. 

It is explained that Byssus isa name given 
from the ancient Greek and Roman times to 
the bundle of silky filaments by which many 
bivalve shells attach themselves to rocks or 
other fixed substances. In the pinna of the 
Mediterranean these filaments are remarka- 
bly long, delicate and strong, have a silky 
luster and are capable of being woven into 
cloth upon whith a very high value was 
placed. Rut now the animal which produces 


valuable filaments is so rare that it is almost 
exclusively an article of curiosity. 


REV. HOWARD McQUEARY 


WILL REOPEN HIS CASE WHEN HIS TERM OF 
SUSPENSION EXPIRES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 22.—Rev. Howard 
McQueary, the Episcopal ministor who was 
recently suspended from performing clerical 
functions for heresy, is in Washington attend- 
ing the meeting of the American Society for 
the Advancement of Science, and makes the 
statement that when his suspension expires 
next month he will return to Ohio to reopen 
his case on a new issue. Mr. McQueary ex- 
plains his grounds for this intention as 
follows: The Court made a grave mistake 
in its sentence. The laws of the 
church provide that a minister con- 
victed of a violation of those laws may 
be admonished, suspended or deposed. Each 
panalty is distinct in itself, and only one 
penalty can be Imposed for one offense. The 
court, however, most unaccountably, decreed 
that I should be suspended for six months, 
and if at the end ot that time I should not 
promise not to teach or publish my views of 
our Lord's birth and resurrection, I should 
be deposed. In other words, they imposed a 
double sentence upon me, 

It is as thougha civil court should sen- 
tence a man to imprisonment for a certain 
period with the condition that at the expira- 
tion of his imprisonment he should be hanged 
if he did not promise not to commit the of- 
fense again. ar 


CARDINAL GIBBONS BREAKING DOWN. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 22.—A prelate who 
came hereto participate in confirming the 
pallium on Archbishop Katzer states that 
Cardinal Gibbons bears evidence of rapidly 
breaking down. The attendant bishops 
and priests, it is stated, were shocked 
at the changed appearance of 
the Cardinal. He is thin and pale and his 
vigor gone.

The female lunatics are markedly in excess 
of the males. In the class of private patients 
there are 4,122 females as against 4,075 males.

4,588 males. in the criminal lunatic class 
these figures are reversed. Of females under 
this heading there are only 168, of males there 
are 546. The whole reported cases of lun- 
mental unsoundness show a 
somewhat diminished percentage as com- 
pared with the entire — of the coun- 
try. On Jan. 1, 8190, the proportion was 29.26 
per 10, 000 of population. On Jan. 1, 1891, it 
was 29.12. But we learn that the proportion 
— private patients has remained exactly 
what it was last year, and that the entire de- 
crease has been inthe pauper class, and we 
must bear in mind, further, the special 
reasons that have, as we ve already 
seen, operated to prove that the dimin- 
ished percentage of the year has been 
apparent rather than real. The commuis- 
stoners’ tables, too, do not profess to give us 
a complete return of all the lunatics in the 
country, but only of those who have been 
brought under official cognizance.

The total defeat of the sub-treasury 
scheme in Mississippi and the declarations

‘which demagogues have sought to bam- 
boozie the unsuspecting farmer foreshadow 
the inevitable fate of that organization, 
considered as a political entity. Back of 
the prating of political adventurers is a 
mass of men who, bewildered by the clat- 
ter of conflicting opinion, have either re- 
frained from expressing themselves or have 
helped to swell the chorus of nonsense 
which always accompanies uninformed 
discontent.

the part of one of first-rate genius. For 
many months he filled the public eye, if 
not the public mind, and his so-called 
great discovery was the principal theme of 
scientific gossip on two continents. The 
word gossip is used advisedly, for scientific 
men who knew the lymphatic enthusiast 
never permitted themselves to lay aside 
their scientific reserve and earnestiy discuss 
a subject which they had every reason to 
suspect was the fad of a man too much 
given to unwarranted self-confidence. The 
Berlin physician has added nothing to real 
knowledge except, perhaps, a negative 
hint to avoid a certain method of treating 
tuberculosis, or use it with great caution. 
The sudden extinguishment of the doc- 
tor is attributed to the sturdy common 
senseand clear knowledge of the great 
pathologist VircHow of the Berlin Uni- 
versity, who has made himself thrice great 
in three fields of science. When Dr. Koon 
began his researches he visited India and 
there gathered large quantities of the chol- 
era germs, which he studied with true scien- 
tific care and finally discovered a way to 
breed them artificially. At the time 
VIRCHOW pointed out that the discovery 
was not one of fact—for the fact was al- 
ready well known—but of methed, the 
value of which to medical science depended 
upon conditions, the nature of which was 
but little understood. In following up his 
method enthusiasm got the better of him 
and led him into extravagances whicha 
true scientific habit of mind would have 
made utterly impossible. 
Whatever may be the outcome of the ex- 
periments the lesson, though severe, will 
be of value to other inquirers and investi- 
gators, whose boldness is grounded in 
hope or speculation. In these days know!l- 
edge never takes a second step until the 
first is absolutely secure. The history of 
inductive science is strewn with wrecks of 
baseless hopes and unwarranted conclu- 
sions, the record of which is enriched by 
the failure of Dr. Kock to substantiate his 
pretensions to a place among the great 
pioneers of discovery.

I, with pleasure, do justice to 
any public man, whether I agree with him or differ 
from noe ts political matters, and with more than 
ordinary sfaction, I state What 1 personally know 
1 yourself at the time referred to. 
ou, my brother Ed and myself were at that time 

very intimate friends, as intimate as young men in a 
new country and from the same state usually are. 
Judge Halderman and myself were then practicing 
law, and were city engineer of our city. We 
were in the habit of meeting almost every night at 
our office and the constant subject of conversation 
was the then troubled condition of the country, and 
I distinctly remember, while there were differences 
of opinion among us, and many young Southern men 
were then our intimate friends, that vou, above all 
ofus were pronounced, positiyely bitter and even 
vindicative with reference to the South at that time 
and swore they should pot dissolve this Union.’’ 

Il remember well that as soon as Sumter was fred 
on you immediately raised a company and served as 
aguard at Fort yenworth, as Captain. 
high private at the time. 

remember that you raised one of the first com- 
panies in the first Kansas regiment and that you had 
no means to feed your soldiers before the company 
was mustered in, and that my brother Ed bought 
provisions for you at McOracken’s store, and thus 
enabled vou to keep your men together until they 
were mustered into the service. 

In brief Ikmow personally that at the time re- 
ferred to there was no man Kansas more thor- 
oughly loyal than you were. That story about your 
wearing a rebel cockade arose from the fact that Mr. 
Tennyson, who was an assistant in your office, did so 
on a drunken spree on our streets. Certainiy there 
Is no man in Leavenworth who knew you then but 
could testify that such a charge against you is utterly 
inconsistent with your then well-known and publicly 
avowed sentiments 

Whatever your political course has been since (and 
you know I have not been in sympathy with that), no 
man who knew you then.and who is honest, but

PROCTOR’S PLACE. 


BELIEF THAT GEN. VEAZEY WILL BE MADE 8EC- 
RETARY OF WAR. 

MONTPELIER, Vt., Aug. 22.—The President 
is due at Montpelier on Aug. , and it is gen- 
erally understood that on that date Gov. 
Page will announce the appointment of Sen- 
ator Edmunds’ successor. There is no doubt 
that this will be Proctor. The question then 
arises as to Secretary Proctor’s successor in 
the Cabinet. The news comes from one 
close in the confidence of the President 
that this successor will be a Vermonter, 
if the right Vermonter will accept. It 
is stated thatthe officer has already been 
tendered to the Hon. Wheelock G. Veazey of 
Rutland, member of the Interstate Commerce

Gen. Veazey has not been inclined to accept 
on account of the uncertain tenure of office 
which accompanies an unexpired term.

ABOUT THE MOON. 


Remarkable Discoveries Made by Prof. 
Holden. 

Sax Jose, Cal., Aug. 22.—Remarkable dis- 
coveries have been made at the Lick Opserv- 
atory. Prof. Holden, the director, has 
secured through the big telescope better 
photographs of the moon than have been 
taken anywhere else, and the work of photo- 
graphing goes on every hour when the satel- 
lite is visible. By studying the photo- 
graphs with a magnifying glass and 
then comparing them, any changes 
taking place on the surface of t 
moon may be discovered.

KILLED COWS. 


Three Fatal Cases of Texas Fever Dis- 
covered by Dr. Rouif. 


THE ASSISTANT STATE VETERINARIAN 
INVESTIGATING THE MATTER.

Here Have the Ailment? — Health | they 


Commissioner Dudley Talks. 


Dr. Rouif, Deputy State Veterinarian, to- 
day prepared a report for the State Board 
of Health which will certainly receive 
some serious consideration from that 
body. The report gives an account 
of the death of three milch cows 
from what Dr. Rouif declares was 
Texas fever. The three deaths occurred 
within the past forty-eight hours in the 
neighborhood of Theresa avenue and the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad tracks. Two of the 
animals belonged to Mrs. Peter Rose of 605 
South Theresa avenue, and the other to Mrs. 
McNetty of 3508 Papin, just around the corner 


from Mrs. Rose’s place. 
A DANGEROUS DISEASE. 

When seen by a Post-Dispratca reporter to- 
day Dr. Roulf said, I attended these cows 
and know that they died from Texas fever. I 
also know that these cows contracted 
from animals shipped here from the 
South. At Theresa avenue the 
Pacific Rallroad Co. has a yard where 
the stock cars remain for hours and days at a 
time. The disease is one ofthe most con- 
tagious ofall cattle ailments, and is easily 
contracted. It appears that a car that had 
hauled animals aMiicted with the disease was 
left in the yards, and these cows I speak of 
contracted it by getting close to the car. 

Thereis no doubt whatever that it was 
Texas fever, and that carshould have been 
fumigated before it was hauled about expos- 
ing healthy cattle to the disease. What be- 
came of the diseased cattle it hauled is some- 
thing I would like toknow. They may have 
been taken to the National Stock Yards 
or some of the yards on 
this side. If they are slaughtered 
and the meat is sold it will not dothe people 
who eat it any good. On the contrary it will 
do much harm. I think there should de more 
attention paid to the laws to protect the State 
from diseased cattle. This business of haul- 
ing here and then leaving the cars to 
stand where the disease can be scattered 
broadcast is indeed a matter of serious im- 


port. 
A PAGE AVENUE DISCOVERY. 
**Another matter I would like to call atten- 
tion to. Yesterday I was out on Page avenue 
near Gambleton when my attention was at- 
tracted to the loud bellowing of a cow on a 
lot in that neighborhood. I made an 
investigation and found that one 
of the cows had a bad 
case of tuberculosis. I learned that the cow 
belonged to a colored man named Moore and 
that he supplies a number of families out 
there with milk. The milk is certainly dis- 
eased and is bound to have a sickening effect 
on those who use it. This is particularly true 
in the case of young children. There was a dead 
horse on the same lot which had died of the 
glanders. I noticed that a white and 
black cow was licking the carcass. The cow 
is almost sure to contract the same disease. 
I tried to ascertain the name of the owner of 
the cow, but failed. People out there should 
doe Cautious not to use the milk from these 
cows.’”: 
HEALTH COMMISSIONER DUDLEY SEEN. 
Health Commissioner Dudley 
when informed of Deputy State 
Veterinarian Rouitf’s discovery that 
he would have his inspectors look into 
the matter closely. If any cattle were brought 
tothis city afflicted with Texas fever the 
meat inspectors will ascertain what 
disposition was made of them. The germs 
can be carried from place to place by cattle 
and yet they may not have the 
disease. This fact has deen fully 
demonstrated. It may de tnat the cattlecar- 
ried in that car were in good health, but we 
will look Into the matter and ascertain all 
We can. There is no danger that 1 can see 
that any other cows im that section will con- 
tract the disease. Native cattle may 
contract the disease from Texas steers, but 
there is no danger of their spreadingit. One 
native animal cannot give the disease to an- 
other native. This matter has been gone 
over ‘carefully, and I am_e§$ satisfied 
I am correct in this position. There are 
cases on record where four, five and more in 
a drove of native cattle contracted 
the disease from the same source, 
but yet did not spread it to others in the 
herd. Cattle afflicted with Texas fever are 
certainly unfit for human food and if any are 
slaughtered we will learn something about it 
A for- 
tunate fact in connection with this 
Texas fever is this. When a 
milch cow contracts the ailment, her 
milk supply is gone. as it is dried up by the 
ravages of the disease. There is, therefore, 
no danger that there will be any milk sold 
that comes from a cow afflicted with this dis- 
ease.’’

The Cause of Millionaire 
Death at Chicago. 

Cnc, III., Aug. 22.—The Coroner’s jury 
returned a verdict yesterday that Clark 
Woodman, the prominent Omaha citizen 
who was found dead in his room at the Grand 
Pacific, Thursday, died of heart failure 
during the night of the 19th inst.

CLARK—Since writing to you this af- 
ternoon I have just been able to go down and mail 
my letter and get a bottle of «spirits of camphor at 
the drug re. I cannot stand this much longer. 
My mind isclear and I realize it all and I cannot 
stand it much longer. Tell my Sally what Isay. I 
can write no more and must lie down. Do comfort 
my poor Sallie. 

The jury promptly brought a verdict of 
death from heart disease.

New York, Aug. 22.—William R. Hearst, 
the proprietor of the San Francisco Eraminer, 
son Of the late Senator Hearst of California, 
has a white elephant on his hands in the new 
steam yacht just completed for him by the 
Herreschoffs. The boat has been built under 
contract for $65,000 and $4,000 bonus for every 
mile over twenty-five,and is to have a 
guaranteed average speed of twenty-five 
miles an hour, and beat the famous Now 
Then and anything afloat. At present she is 
plying in Narragansett Bay, just off Bristol, 
where the shipyards of the Herreschoffs 
are situated. How the owner is to 
get her to the Golden Gate pus 
gles all hands.

But engi- 
neers say the chances arethat by the time 
she reached San Francisco her machinery 
would be so badly damaged that there would 
de small prospect of her proving a record 
breaker onthe Pacific Coast, which ts the 
great ambition of Mr. Hearst. To 
tow her such a distance would 
subject her to a probable loss, 
which would mean the losing of the money 
invested in her construction. In addition to 
the danger attending the foregoing methods 
‘of trans the new fiyer, the expense 
would be great. It woula cost from $5,000 to 
$10,000 to tow the yacht round the Horn and 
$20,000 to carry her around suspended above 
a vessel’s deck. 

Perhaps the most sensible suggestion of all 
is to take her across the Isthmus on a truck 
specially constructed for the purpose. Mr. 
Hearst has the idea under consideration. 
The boat which has caused so much 
anxiety in the minds of the 
owner and builders and entailed so much dis- 
cussion among prominent engineers is un- 
doubtedly the fastest yacht in the world. She 
has not been named, but is known simply as 
**High Speed Yacht No. 168.’’ Her hull is 
white, rising 4 feet above the water line. She 
has two smoke stacks of polished brass. From 
the bows she gradually increases in width to 
12feet 4 inches, and then tapers off to2 feet 
at the stern. Her entire length is 112 feet 6 
inches. She is built of white pine, with iron 
and frames. The deck is convex, cov- 
ered with canvas andacoat of waterproof 
paint. The principal feature of the 
machinery lies in the quadruple ex- 
pansion engine, the only one to be found to 
any yacht afloat. Few even of the latest 
ocean greyhounds are furnished with more 
than triple expansion engines. The engine 
develops 800 horse-power and has the same 
power as the tubular Thornycroft boliler,con- 
taining 9,470 feet of cold drawn tubing, 1% 
inches in diameter, developinga pressure 
of pounds to the square inch. There are 
five cylinders; one 11% inches in diameter, 
with a 15-inch stroke; one 16 inches in diame- 
ter and three 224% inches in diameter with a 
15-inch stroke. A large dynamo lights the 
yacht throughout by electricity. The saloon 
and state-rooms are elegantly fitted up and 
every modern improvement that can be ap- 
plied on a yacht is to be found on No. 168. The 
first trial trip on July 6 was made down Bris- 
tol harbor, around Mount Hope Bay, then 
around Hog Island and back to the Herre- 
scho dock. The water was very rough and 
the wing Dilowing half a gale, Under a head 
of 110 pounds of steam and witha revolution 
of 260, the boat averaged eighteen miles an 
hour.

COUNTRY MERCHANTS. 


A BIG INFLUX OF BUYERS FROM TEXAS 
AND MISSOURL 


The Texas Men Are Buying Conserva- 
tively—The Low Price of Cotton and 


Trade—Southeast Missouri. 


An influx of country merchants buying their 
fall goods has set in. Fromthe middle of 
August until after the Fair is the time during 
which merchants doing business elsewhere 
and tradingin St. Louis usually visit the city 
to make their fall purchases. The Texas 
merchants are the first to comein. Their 
trading season lasts until about Sept. 15. The 
Arkansas trade comes next. The last mer- 
chants to come in are those from Missouri 
and Illinois, who generally bring their fam- 
Ines with them and take inthe Fair and Ex- 
position. 

TEXAS MERCHANTS. 

Texas merchants have been arriving for 
the last week. At present there are quite a 
number in the city. They are registered 
principally at the Laclede. In fact the hotel 
is crowded with them and some have had 
to doe refused accommodations on 
account of lack of room. The Laclede seems 
to be the Texas men’s headquarters, and 
with a few exceptions they won’t stop else- 
where if they can be accommodated at that 
hotel. 

Hurst’s Hotel at Broadway and Chestnut 
has some of the Texas guests, and a few are 
to be found at the Hotel Moser, Ninth and 
Pine. and the Rozier House, Thirteenth and 
Olive streets, as alsoatthe Hotel Barnum, 
Sixth and Washington avenue. A few are 
also registered at the Lindell, but the 
Southern is avoided by the average 
Texas man and the gilt edged 
hostelery has on its books none of the Lone 
Star visitors but what develops from the reg- 
ular patronage. 

QUIET FALL PROSPECT. 

The feeling among the merchants does not 
indicate a rushing fall trade, and it 18 
said they are buying conservatively. The 
reason ofthis is the low price of cotton. 
Cotton is expected to sell for from 2 to 4 cents 
a pound lower this year than last. The ad- 
vance sales of cotton this season were 71 
cents a pound. This is what is called preml- 
um cotton. Some estimate that the average 
price for cotton will not be over 6 cents. This 
is regarded as one of the lowest prices at 
which cotton can be raised. 

In fact it is said a certain class of growers 
cannot raise it at that price. These are 
renters who have to hire all their work done. 
The small grower who does all his own work 
will be, it is stated, the safest. In the case of 
the renter the land owner has the first claim 
on the crop, and when he has been satisfied 
there will be little or nothing left for the 
merchant or man who stakes the grower if 
the crop be poor or the price small. 

MONEY SCARCE. 

The reason of the expected low price of 
cotton is because of the tightness of money. 
Money, it is feared, will be hard to be got to 
move the crop. Money is said to be very hard 
to getin Texas. The European and Eastern 
failures are said to be largely the cause of 
this. In turn it is said that Eastern houses 
have suffered because of poor Texas collec- 
tions and Texas merchants are said to have 
eunder because they could not realize 

m the farmers. 

Last year the cotton crop was good and 
also the price and the growers, it is stated, 
figured on the good times continuing and 
were not prepared forthe shrinkage in cot- 
ton which has taken place. In some cases 

merchants were carried over until this 
year by their creditors. Should the year 
turn out bad thisclass of merchants will go 
under and add tothe bad state of affairs. 
The cotton crop is said to be as good if not 
better this year than last, andthe whole 
trouble is attributed toa want of money to 
move the crop.

It is desired, 
he stated, that the fall trading be done, if 
possible, on a solid basis; that people buy 
only that which they must have and as near 
as possible within their means. The Texas 
merchants who are inthe city, he said, are 
aa this policy and buying conserVa- 

vely. 

GLOOMY PROSPECT FOR MISSOURI. 

Mr. W. F. Shelton of Kennett, Mo., a town 
of about six hundred inhabitants in the south- 
eastern part of the State; near the Arkansas 
border, is stopping atthe Laclede. Heisa 
member of the firm of R. E. Sexton & Co., dry 
goods merchants in his town.
